WINSTON-SALEM. N. C., July 
10.—(/)—Disclosure that Libby Hol- 
man admitted she married Smith 
Reynolds in Monroe, Mich., instead of 
in Hawaii. came from Forsyth coun- 
ty authorities today as they pressed 
their investigation, into the mysterious 
fatal shotoing of the young heir to 
tobacco millions early Wednesday. 

The widow, now held incommuni- 
eado in Reynolda, the palatial family 
estate, as a material witness by order 
of the coroner’s jury, was quoted as 
having testified at the first session of 
the secret inquest that the ceremony 
was performed November 29. 1931. by 
a justice of the peace. The inquest 
will resume at 1 p. m, tgmorrow, 

Details of the marriage, which. ac- 
cording to this testimony. took place 
six days after Reynolds’ first wife, 
Anne : 
vorce, previously hat been obscure. 
It was announced in New York, May 
20, with a statement that the couple 
had been married secretly several 
months before in Hawaii while, Reyn- 
olds, a 20-year-old aviation enthusiast. 
was returning from a trip around the 
world by airplane and steamer. 

Regains Composure.

Continue Examination. 

A group of investigators headed by 
Sheriff Transou Scott and Assist- 
ant Solicitor J. Erle McMichael, went 
out to Reynolda shortly before noon 
today to continue their examination 
of the premises. 

Discovery of a towel, apparently 
stained with blood, in the bath room 
connecting with Mrs. Reynolds’ bed- 
room, and of reddish stains that were 
identified as finger-prints on the bath 
room door was revealed yesterday. 

Officials indicated the towels and 
prints had only been found Saturday, 
or more than 72 hours after young 
Reynolds had crumpled with a bullet 
ranging through his head on a. sleep- 
ing porch adjoining the bedroom. 

The finger-prints were turned over 
to an expert to determine whether 
they were sufficiently clear to be com- 
pard with others. Meantime, prepara- 
tions were made to take the prints of 
all known guests at the Tuesday night 
party. which was given in celebration

HERRIOT ASSERTS 


Cut in Germany’s Pay- 
ments Depends Upon 
Reductions by America, 
Premier Declares.

PARIS, July 10.—(UP)—Premier 
Edouard Herriot made it plain today 
that unless the United States scales 
down the debts. Europe owes her, 
France will consider the new Lau- 
sanne reparations agreement nothing 
more than a scrap of paper. 


_Fearfal of an adverse vote by the 
Ffench parliament, the premier said 
that operation of the agreement by 
which Germany is relieved of all rep- 
arations except approximately 8714, 
000,000 depends upon two things 
America’s debt readjustment, and ap- 
proval by the French parliament. 

“In the event the United States 
does not agree to a debt reduction, 
France Will remain in her previous 
position,” he declared today upon his 
return from the inter-European con- 
ference, 

“That is the extent of our engage- 

ment at Eausanne,“ he added, “and 
everything else is dependent upon the 
final vote of the parliament.’ 
„ Herziot was enthusiastic over the 
‘spirit of cordiality” and the co-opera- 
tion of ther nations in arriving at 
a definite agreement. 

“We must not overlook,” he said, 
“the importance of the Franco-Brit- 
ish cordiality that was expressed at 
Lausanne. Both the British and the 
American observers, appeared to be ex- 
tremely happy over the outcome. I 
cannot see anything to criticise about 
this agreement.” . 

The premier was tired to the point 
of exhaustion when he reached Paris, 
but he had no time to rest. The 
political situation demanded his plung- 
ing immediately into his campaign 
to meet a vigoorus onslaught in the 
chamber of deputies tomorrow against 
his budget proposals. 

Stiff opposition is expected to rise 
against Herriot’s attempts to balance 
a four-billion frane budget and at 
the same time effect a heavy savings 
in government departments. The great- 
est sum allowed by the chamber's 
finance vommittee is three billion 
francs, and the difference must be 
reconciled, if possible. 

In order to rush a vote on the gov- 
ernment’s finance program, Herriot 
adopfed an unusual procédure, that of 
declaring the debate one of “extreme 
urgence,” Under this procedure, op- 
position orators are forbidden to talk

Safety Razor Inventor 
Succumbs to Persistent 
Intestinal Malady.

the double-edged safety razor blade, is 
dead at the age of 77. 

The inventor and manufacturer suc- 
cumbed late last night after under- 
going several operations during two 
years for an intestinal malady. His 
wife, Mrs. Alanta E. Gillette, and 
their son, King G. Gillette, were at 
the bedside in their ranch home 50 
miles from here. 

_He came to California nearly 20 
years ago from Boston, where he or- 
ganized the Gillette Safety Razor 
Company in 1901. 

Educated in Chicago, Mr. Gillette 
became a salesman and later London 
branch manager for a bottle-stopper 
company. After conceiving the thin, 
sharp blade to overcome the task of 
straight-edged shaving, he devoted five 
years to evolving a holder. In this 
he enlisted the aid of William E. 
Nickerson, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology instructor, whose mechani- 
cal ability helped start the company’s 
Boston plant. 

The razor was launched as a com- 
mercial product in 1908. Only 51 
sets were sold that year, but annual 
sales of as many as 15,000,000 razors 
and 1,000,000,000 blades bespoke the 
shavers’ eventual reaction. 

Mr. Gillette was born in Fond Du 
Lac, Wis., January 5, 1855. His fa- 
ther, George Wolcott Gillette, was an 
inventor before him. !

Just at the time when the Lau- 
sanne conference has reached an 
agreement on the question of war 
reparations, Charles Benedict, in an 
article in the current issue of the 
Magazine of Wall Street, takes the 
position that “the crux of the diffi- 
cult European situation does not lie 
in the burden of reparations but 
rises rather from the inequalities of 
the Treaty of Versailles, which 
blandly sacrificed national economy 
to political expediency.” 

Middle Europe, this writer be- 
lieves, is on the brink of economic 
ruin because of these inequalities, 
which he attributes to the desire of 
France to subjugate economically 
the other nations of the continent. 

Describing the economic position 
of Germany as untenable, he says: 

To make matters still worse, the 


is ‘Danubian states under French finan- 


cial auspices have been steadily on 
the retrograde. France is alive to 
the dire straits of this territory, but 
just as she admits the untenable posi- 
tion of Germany cut through by a 
strip of Poland yet refuses treaty 
modification, so does she refuse her 

id in the Danube basin until she is 
aced with the utter collapse of this 
territory. 

Such a debacle of the middle Eu- 
rope states, however, is not far off. 
This once prosperous region, whose 
prosperity is essential to that of Eu- 
rope as a whole, is daily decaying and 
disintegrating, destined to complete 
ruin, a helpless. sacrifice to the wholly 
selfish political policies of France, 
which 1 all the great powers has the 
least commercial interest at stake in 
its rise or fall.

TRAFFIC COMMISSION RIGHT. 

The mayor’s traffic commission 
is correct in its position that every 
policeman in uniform on the streets 
of Atlanta is equally responsible 
with the members of the traffic 
squad for the enforcement of the 
various traffic ordinances. 

Every member of the force, what- 
ever his special assignment, is 
charged with thé duty of seeing 
that all the laws of the city are 
observed. To say that a patrolman 


——— jor a roundsman may ignore traffic 


violations merely because there is 
a squad especially charged with this 
duty is no different from taking the 
position that an officer may stand 
by and see murder committed just 
because he is not a member of the 
homicide squad. 

It is impossible for the traffic 
squad, with its comparatively few 
men, to control the widespread vio- 
lations going on daily in every part 
of the city. But if they receive the 
active co-operation of every police- 
man, wherever he may be ‘posted, 
there will be an immediate and 
marked decrease in the smashes 
which have sent so many Atlantans 
to the hospital recently. 

The step contemplated by the 
traffic commission is one in the 
right direction and it should receive 
the full indorsement of the police 
committee of council and be put 
into effect at once by the respon- 
sible heads of the department.

"NEVADA ONLY STATE 


HIKING U.S. REVENUE 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(/)— 
Nevada alone of all the states paid 
more into Uncle Sam's coffers last 
kiscal year than in the previous year. 

This was revealed today in the in- 
ternal revenue bureau’s statement of 
revenues, which showed a net decline 
of about 35 per cent for 1932 as com- 
pared with the previous year. Re- 
ceipts of $1,554,232,263 in 1932 com- 
pared with 52, 428.228.754, or a de- 
cline of 8873, 995,391. As against this 
combined figure Nevada returned 31. 
346,332 in revenue during the last fis- 
cal year, as compared with $1,346,061, 
an incfease of $270. : 

The six districts comprising the 


[state of New York returned more than 


25 per cent of all internal revenue 
during the year, their remittances 
amounting to $394,627,449. The state 
paid almost a third of the corpora- 
tion taxes, or $205,419,436 as com- 
pared with total receipts of $629,603,- 

from this source. Approximate- 
ly 33 per cent of all income taxes was 
realized from there, namely, $143,- 


Governor General De- 
mands Apology for Al- 
leged Snubs by Ministers

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, July 
10.—(#)—James MeNeill, governor 
general of the Irish Free State, who 
is an appointeé of King George V of 
England, tonight publicly demanded 


Jan apology from President Eamon De 


Valera for what he considered snubs 
by Free State ministers during the 
past two months. 7 

The alternative to an apology, Me- 
Neill said in his letter to De Valera, 
would be removal of the governor gen- 
eral from his office. 

The dispute was an outgrowth of 
various incidents which began last 
May when two members of tbe Free 
State cabinet left a party at the 
French legation here upon tHe arri- 
val of Mr. McNeill during the eucha- 
ristic congress. The governor gen- 
eral considered himself repeatedly 
snubbed. , 
The dispute is accepted widely as 
indicating the existence of a complete 
rupture between the De Valera gov- 
ernment and Great Britain. 

With the publication tonight of the 
letter demanding an apology or his 
removal from office, Governor Me- 
Neill in defiance of a direct order 
from the Free State executive coun- 
cil not to do so published a series 
of previous letters between him and 
President De Valera on the subject. 

The first was a letter from Presi- 
dent De Valera on May 7 in which 
the president, commenting on the af- 
fair at the French legation, said it 
was “unfortunate and regrettable and 
should not have been permitted to be- 
cur,” but added. that “further than 
this I am unable to go.” ‘ 

On July 7, Governor General Mc- 

Neill wrote further of “discourtesies 
with which your ministers treated 
me.“ 
“You have made it necessary for 
me to explain to my countrymen that 
without any change of principle I 
have not suddenly become a coward 
on account of the attractions of an 
honorable office,” the governor gen- 
eral added. 

He said that unless an apology was 
received within three days from Mr. 
De Valera and the ministers who be- 
haved “with the grossest discour- 
tesy he would publis the corre- 
spondence. : 

A sensation was caused in Dublin 
on the night of April 23 when Sean 
O’Kelly. vice president of the Free 
State executive counci]; Frank Aiken. 
minister of defense, and a number 
of their friends ostentatiously left a 
social function at the French lega- 
tion upon the arrival of Governor 
General MeNeill. 

After the guests had assembled the 
governor general entered a ballroum 
in the legation and the British na- 
tional anthem was playe’ by a band. 
whereupon the two members of Presi- 
dent De Valera’s government left the 
room and the legation. 

The occasion was a ball given by 
Charles Alphand. French minister to 
the Free State, and Mme. Alphand 
for a daughter who had recently been 
married to a Dublin man. Many 
prominent society folk attended the 
ball, including Frederick A. Sterling. 
the American minister, ‘and members 
of the former Free State government 
of William T. Cosgrave.

Suck this wound for several 
minutes, About the limb above the 
bite tie a handkerchief loosely, then 
insert a stick and twist tightly 
enough to shut off the circulation. Let 
this remain not longer than five min- 
utes, and then loosen it for half a 
minute, then tighten again for an- 
other five minutes, and so on indefi- 
nitely. Keep the patient at rest—no 
walking about or running. Adminis- 
ter whatever real stimulants you can 
get. Alcohol NEVER. Coffee or tea 
is excellent. Strychnin, atropin, adren- 
alin are ent if they are avail- 
able.

The fatal bullet entered Reynolds’ 
right temple and ploughed diagonally 


Ito the rear through his head, coming 


out back of the left ear. 

It was officially stated today that 
all the evidence before the investiga- 
tors tended to show Reynolds was 
right-handed. 

Condition Improved. 

Facing another ordeal of testifying 
when the inquest resumes, Mrs. Reyn- 
olds was reported today in much im- 
proved physical condition than at any 
time since the tragedy. 

Upon her first appearance she was 
officially quoted as having told the 
jury she had no recollection of any- 
thing that happened from 11 p. m. 
Monday until late Wednesday, except 
for a fragmentary memory of seeing 
Smith standing near the bed on the 
sleeping porch with a gun in his hand, 
hearing him call eut “Libby,” and 
seeing him fall. 

She was unable to give any expla- 
nation of this lapse of memory, offi- 
cials said. 

The Reynolds home is now occupied 
by the widow, her father and mother, 

r. and Mrs. Alfred Holman, of Cin- 
cinnati; the two sisters of Reynolds, 
Mrs. Charles Babcock and Mrs. Hen- 
ry Walker Bagley, both of New York, 
and Miss Yuka. 

Richard J. Reynolds Jr., the oldest 
of the four children of R. J. Sr., is 
understood tos be on his way home 
from Las Palmas on the east coast of 
Africa, where he was cruising on his 
yacht when notified of the tragedy. 
He is expected to reach New York 
Friday. : 

Guards still pee the grounds 
of Reynolda, although the number had 
been reduced from the several squads 
placed on duty immediately after the 
tragedy. 

Youth’s History Studied. 

Delving into young Reynolds’ his- 
tory for the last several months, au- 
thorities here said they had been in- 
formed he had a narrow escape from 
death by a pistol bullet on a Long 
Island outing about a year ago. 

Sheriff Scott said his \information 
was that Reynolds’ shirt was pierced 
by a pistol bullet on this occasion, 
the date of which was set as between 
July 25 and August 1, 1931, or the 
last part of June or first part of 
July that year.

Luigi Pirandello, the Italian O'Neill, 
is the author of the play and in it 
he is dealing with one of his favorite 
ychological themes, to-wit, that one 
is first, what one thinks oneself to be, 
and secondly that one is what some- 
one else desires one to be ; 

Thus we have a cabaret singer 
found in Budapest ten years after the 
war by the friend of an Italian offi- 
cer whose wife was stolen in the war. 
The friend is convinced this girl is 
the lost wife, although she herself is 
not sure. She is taken to the hus- 
band and becomes, in time, the girl 
that was. Whether by complete meta- 
morphosis or by a return to her frue 
character one can only guess. 

Then as a climax, a completely de- 
mented woman is introduced as the 
true wife by a jealous erstwhile lover 
of the singer. The film aftempts to 
settle more or less definitely that the 
singer is the wife, or rather that the 
other woman is not, and leaves the 
happy couple united in this faith. 
The play doesn’t end this way but 
has the singer go back to her cabaret 
which probably is sounder drama- 
turgy but not as good Hollywood. 

Supporting the Garbo are Melvyn 
Douglas, who makes a somewhat 
wooden and uninspired husband; Eric 
von Stroheim as the conspiring novel- 
ist-lover and Herr Stroheim has been 
much more desirably objectionable 
and less stagey than in this role and 
a chap whose name escaped us but 
who’ A altogether too much 
hands and too little intelligence to 
his role as the artist-friend of the 
husband. 

Garbo fans need no urging to at- 
tend. Others, if open-minded, we be- 
lieve will find the affair enjoyable at 
many points. La Garbo, bye the bye, 
is much more pleasing to the eye of 
this writer than in any previous pic- 
ture, since she avoids for the most 
part that (to us) decidedly unattrac- 
tively sévere coiffure.

COTON GOODS SALE 
SHOW GAN IN WEEK 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Our sales 


for the week showed considerable in- 
crease over last week, the principal 
business having been placed in the 
past two days. The firmer ‘cotton 
market has helped stimulate a better 
demand and some advances in prices 
have been secured. There has been 
a broader demand for standard print 
cloths, also and sales have been larger 
during this week than we have seen in 
some months, with prices advancing 
from 3-Se to 1-20 per yard from the 
lows. Fine and faney cloths general- 
ly are very quite and prices are most 
unsatisfactory. We cannot help but 
feel that, with the drastic curtailment 
which is now in effect on these fab- 
rics, buying must improve as we are 
now beginning to approach the time 
for converters to prepare for their 
next season’s business. 

The definite strength in most of our 
important commodities has been the 


principal development during the past 


thirty days and, when the percentage 
of advances are considered, this has 
a significant bearing on general busi- 
ness. Raw sugar has advanced from 
57 per pound a month ago to 1.05; 
during the same period hogs have ad- 
vanced about 57 1-2 per cent. While 
the percentage has not been so great 
on some of the other commodities, 
there have been substantial advances 
on cattle, coffee. grains, etc., which 
have increased the purchasing power 
of the farmer — hundred million 
dollars. 

The more liberal policy of the Fed - 
eral Reserve Bank in attempting to 
expand credit seems to be finally 33 
ing some effect and, barring any un- 
oréseen and unfavorable develop- 
ments, the tendency in commodities to 
advance should continue. Some have 
referred to the advance in prices as 
the beginning of inflation. We do not 
feel that this is the word to use when 
we consider that many commodities 
have recently reached record low 
prices. 

In making a comparison of price 
trends, we find that wheat has de- 
clined 20 per cent since June 1931 
while flour has declined only about 
9 per cent. On the other hand, cotton 
has declined 33 1-3 per cent during 
the same period while 88 1-2 inch 64- 
60 5.35 print cloths declined approxi- 
mately 42 per cent. Based on the cost 
of raw material, it is apparent that 
all textiles have been revised to prices 
relatively lower than other manufac- 
tu goods. —-Hunter & Company.
